Procure  a Money  Order  at  your  post-office  or 
express  office,  or  a draft  at  the  nearest  bank,  or  send  cash  in  a 
registered  letter.  Mail  all  to  us  in  the  enclosed  seif  addressed 
envelope.  Follow  directions  “HOW  TO  ORDER”  on  order  sheet 
as  closely  as  possible  and  make  directions  very  plain  as  this  will 
prevent  any  mistakes  occurring.  If  directions  are  omitted  we  will 
forward  according  to  our  own  judgment.  Small  orders  will  go 
cheaper  by  express,  large  orders  by  freight.

Why  are  plants,  vines  and  trees  advancing  in  price'  I answer 
that  price  of  nursery  stock  i3  advancing  for  the  same  reason  that 
the  price  of  shoes,  of  flour,  wheat,  oats,  corn,  clothing  and  almost 
everything  we  purchase.
